Confirmation of the early news came in

Longfel- 
low, and by revenue cutter Dallas, which 
left Boston Monday night in senrch of 
the missing steamer.

Tim first railroad constructed in China 


was a narrow gaujjo lino from Shanghai 
to Woosung.pnt down in isrii, and intend- 
ed chiefly as an ocular demonstration to 
tho Chinese. At the end-of twelvemonths 
it was sold to'a Chincso onidal, who 
straightway tore up tUe rails and deported - 
them to Formosa. Tho single dummy en- 
gine of the lino now reposes peacefully in 
tho mud of soraeFormosanharbor.togeth-' 
or.wlth tho wreck of the juuk in which it 
was transported. During ntlicso twelve 
mouths of its existence the Shanghai- 
Wooauug railroad, with its single dummy 
engine and its train of small cars—which, 
by the way, were of tho American pattern 
—carried three, hundred thousand passen- 
gers. The Chinese came far and wide to 
BCC and experiment with this new barba- 
rian-curiosity, and ilia people In tho 
neighborhood, soon finding it an institu- 
tion uf great practical utility.'teeame reg- 
ular patrons. The predicted uprising of 
the people against the construction of 
the road never materialized, and, as for 
tbo graves along the route, every farmer l 
would manufacture as many graves as he' 
could get dollars for permission to "tra- 
verse thorn.—[Charles Dcnby and E. P.

THE SIX PYRAMIDS OF NAPATA. 


The opportunity for making an excur- 


sion to the pyramids of Napata presented 
itself recently, and I eagerly embraced the 
chance of visiting these interesting and 
little known relics of the past. .The pyra- 
mids lie clustered together on the western 
sido of Gehel Barkal mountain, a, huge 
mass ot sandstone rock which rises ma- 
jestically out of the desert, us Gibraltar 
rises from tho sea. This mouutaiu,though 
of no great height, is a landmark for 
many a mile around, and Irom Merawi 
camp the pyramids themselves wciv, plain- 
ly visible above the belt of palm trees on 
the opposite biink 01 the Nile. 
These pyramids are six in number, and 


with ono exception Mio in a wonderfully 
perfect state'Of presoi'Vittion. . Nouo.of 
them, howpvpr',.l»'of siioh vast dimensions 
as sho- pyramids; at Gizoh, the Highest, 
probablv not exceeding sixty feet. They 
appear :to have been built In groups of 
tliree, placed at right angles to ouo.nu- 
othoiv The stones which foruu tho outer 
facing arc in no easo .moro than three feet- 
long by ono ana one-halt (cot In dnpth.aud 
are not very closely fitted to onn-'auother. 
.These pyramids have ue\cr bean explored. 
What varied treasures may they not eon- 
tain! What, priceless 
inscriptions may 


adorn the walls of sepulchral chambers! 


Tho teaiple whicli wo first. approached 


on leaving tho pyramids is howu out of 
the solid reck. Jt contains three chaiu- 
bors, ihe-central baiug tlio largest, with 
the two smaller ones on either side. In 
each case thq walls- aro richly, decorated 
with hieroglyphics, and in soino places the 
original coloring remains.
